Ace despite their 6-2 

victory over a vastly 
improved Solomon Islands, 
were pretty ordinary in the 
‘return’ World Cup 
qualifier at Parramatta 
Stadium last Tuesday.

Six minutes from the break 
a Slater corner ended as an 
Australian goal when 
Solomon’s defender Buga 
deflected into his own net to 
lift Australia to what looked 
like a commanding, but 
undeserved lead, 

Just three minutes after the 
break it was 4-0. The hard 
working Tapai scored with a 
header after a Stan Lazaridis 
cross from the left deflected 
off Buga’s right boot and 
popped up nicely for him in 
the air.

Aesth completed its 
rst phase of the 
Oceania World Cup 
qualifiers undefeated with 
an uninspiring 2-0 victory 
over a gallant Tahiti last 
Thursday night at 
Parramatta Stadium, 

Holding a slender, yet 
unconvincing 0-1 lead at the 
break, from a ninth minute 
Ned Zelic effort, Australia 
failed again to hammer home 
its authority. 

The elegant playmaker 
Zelic drew first blood when he 
slammed home a 17 metre 
right footed flat drive into the 
target after the Tahitian 
defence lost possession. 

Tahiti’s best player, and 
easily Man Of The Match, 
was18 year old goalkeeper 
Tahutini, whose alert and 
brave display denied further 
goals to Australia’s skipper 
Aurelio Vidmar, substitute 
striker Paul Trimboli and 
midfielder Craig Foster, all in 
the second session, 

In contrast to the first 
encounter (won 5-0 by 
Australia), Tahiti elected to 
attack Australia in the second 
session and did not stack its 
defence with a nine-man wall. 

In fact, in the 64th minute 
Tahiti threatened to level the 
scores and broke clear through

‘he Canberra Cosmos Southside 
Club has entered into a special 
arrangement with Premier League 
struggler Tuggeranong United, 
aimed at improying the financial 
status of both parties. 

In the deal, signed earlier this 
month, Tuggeranong will use 
Cosmos Southside as its ‘home’ 
base, bringing membership at the 
licensed club to just under 4000. 

For its part, the club will provide 
United with $7000 worth of 
sponsorship in 1988, $5000 to the 
men and $2000 to the women, as 
well as providing “other 
Opportunities” to raise further funds, 

The idea of a club for Cosmos 
national league supporters favouring 
4 particular local side has raised 
some eyebrows in the Soccer 
community, but the deal clearly 
makes sense, 


Cosmos Southside, situated in the 
Southlands shopping centre near 
Woden, is a long way from Bruce 
Stadium or Seiffert Oval, and 
attendance at after-match functions 
has been patchy. That may change if 
the Cosmos is successful on the field 
but the fact is the licensed club is in a 
highly competitive area — the 
Canberra Raiders Club is next door, 
and must do what it can to survive. 

While it is not actually inside the 
‘Tuggeranong Valley, Cosmos 
Southside is an improvement on 
what United had before, i.e, nothing, 
‘The inaction of past club committees 
in not investing in licensed premises 
has come back to haunt the present 
United, which has no money to pay 
players and has seen a number defect 
to other teams as a result. 

Cosmos Southside president Paul 
Murphy is confident increased 


earnings and membership will mean 
his club can carry out its sponsorship 
commitments, 

“Other Soccer organisations, 
including the ACT Referees 
Federation, already use our premises, 
and we hope this will expand as we 
become established and better 
known,” he said.

for Australia than 
participants in any other 
sport, Mr Ken Kaiser, 
Northern NSW. Director of 
Coaching, said last week at 
the launch of the Snickers 
Super Skills program at 
Oakes Oval, Lismore. 
Mr Kaiser said that a 16 
" year old could play for his 
country in the Under 17 World 
‘Championship, held every two 
years, He could then aim for 
the Young Socceroos (Under 
20 years) World 
Championships, held every 
two years, 
The next opportunity would 
be the Olyroos Under 23 
Olympic team —_with 
competitions every four years, 
The ultimate honour on the 
international stage would be 
Selection in the senior national 
team — the Socceroos who 
compete for a spot in the 
World Cup every four years. 
Opportunities for women 
players include the Under 21 


and the Senior National 
Women’s team, the Matildas, 
who have the chance to

The National Coaching and 
Development Manager of 
Soccer Australia, Mr Jim 
Selby, was in Lismore to 
launch the Snickers Super 
Skills program, in regional 
areas. 

This is a national Soccer 
training program — for

The Snickers Super Skills 
Awards were developed 
following extended planning

Next year Soccer 
Australia and Snickers will 
introduce the International 
Skills Award which will 
require a very high level of 
skill and ability to achieve, 
This will be followed with a 
World Cup Award.

successful first season in the

‘There were rumours that he 
would return to either Carlton 
or his old club, Melbourne 
Knights, but the 23 year old 
confirmed that he was 
contracted to the Glory for the 
1997-98 season, 

‘The Perth side ‘vill have a 
full time coach next season 
and most players will also go 
full time, which is probably a 
first for Australian Soccer, 
and an indication that David 
Hill's hopes for a professional 
national league may be closer 
to realisation than many 
thought, 

According to Buljubasic, 
Glory has already sold next 
year’s grandstand season 
tickets for Perth Oval; 
furthermore, the Western 
Australian government has 
plans to assist Glory with 
another $2m towards the cost 
of a new 30,000 all seater 
stadium, 

He thoroughly enjoyed his 
role as libero with Perth, and 
seizing the chance to attack 
from the back whenever he 
could. He is well aware that 
he took a big gamble when he 
went west after appearing for 
Melbourne Knights in a 
winning Grand Final, but he 
has revelled in the opportunity 
to become one of the 
experienced players in the 
side, 

It seems only yesterday 
that he was starring for the 
Knights in the National Youth 
League and playing for the 
Olyroos, but he always felt 
that his chances would be 
limited in Melbourne.

lhe USA is the host nation for 
the next World Cup in 1999, 
AWSA CKO, Warren Fisher held 
discussions with US Soccer and 
World Cup Organisation officials 
as an important part of his recent 
journey to America.

uddersfield had gone from 
the brink of ruin to 
Division One and now they 
reached the summit for the first 
time. It was close as Cardiff City 
matched all the way as the two 
teams finished equal on 57 
points, the rules then were that 
it was all based on percentages 
and so Huddersfield were 
crowned as Champions. 

Birmingham had drawn 0-0 on 
May 3, 1924 whilst Huddersfield 
put three past Nottingham Forest at 
home, Third place went to 
Sunderland, four points behind. 

At the bottom Chelsea who were 
relegated. Down with the 
Pensioners went Middlesbrough. Up 
in their place came Leeds United 
and, for the first time, Bury. The 
Shakers’ percentage was better and 
they were promoted. At the bottom, 
Nelson were relegated along with 
Bristol City. 

The third division said goodbye 
to Stalybridge Celtic, who resigned 
from the League, and welcomed 
New Brighton, Doncaster plus 
Bournemouth and Boscombe 
Athletic, 

New Brighton needed a quick 
promotion to be successful. As it 
happened, they were never 
promoted in their league career 
which lasted into the 1950s. 

In the south, Wolves recovered 
from the shock of relegation the 
previous season to bounce straight 
back up, they pipped Rochdale at 
the post by one point. 

Barrow and Hartlepool finished 
equal on points at the bottom on 
25, with the Cumbrian side bottom 
on percentages. Portsmouth 
outlasted rivals Plymouth for the 
Southem Division Three title. 

QPR finished bottom in that 
section. 

Newcastle defeated Manchester 
City in the semis of the FA Cup 2-0, 


Aston Villa won 3-0 over “Burnley at 
the same stage. This time the 
attendance figure was 91,695 for 
the final. Villa were strong 
favourites but the Geordies took it 
to the Claret and Blue side, and 
eight minutes from then end, Harris 
put them ahead. A minute later, 
Seymour doubled the score and the 
trophy was Newcastle’s. 

The Southern League attempted 
to balance things up and created 
an Eastern and Western division 
rather than an English and Welsh 
divide. Peterborough and Fletton 
United took out the Eastern 
Section. This was their first season 
in the League and for ten seasons 
they played in it but were to lose 
membership and be disbanded in 
the 1930s. The Western Section 
was won by Yeovil and Petters 
United under Jack Gregory, 

Barry came close to folding, but 
at the last minute were saved by 
their loyal supporters. The southern 
league play-off saw Peterborough 
win 3-1 over Yeovil and thus 
crowned champions. 

In Scotland there was further 
expansion with the introduction of 
a third division, although, for only 
two seasons. Rangers won the top 
flight by nine clear points, 
successfully defending the title 
once again, Clyde finished in the 
relegation position. They would be 
replaced by Second Division 
champions St Johnstone and 
runners-up Cowdenbeath who were 
12 an 11 points clear, 
respectively, of third placed 
Bathgate, 

Only one side was relegated 
from Division Two — Lochgelly 
United — who won only four games 
from 38. Arthurlie won the newly 
created third division and therefore 
won the only promotion place. Poor 
old Brechin City were bottom in 
Scotland with only 14 points. ~
